erett, Wash., citizens continued their 
efforts today to identify from among 
the prisoners the men who actually 
engaged in the shooting 
Witnesses 


thus far brought from Everett have 
been unable to pick out any men who 
were seen to fire at the citizens on 
the Everett city dock. 


Prosecuting officers of Snohomish 


county and King county conferred 
concerning the course of action to be 
taken regarding the prisoners here 
but no decision was reached 
It was 


said no action would be taken until 
the Everett officers had identified 
the men they intends to prosecute. 


Meanwhile the local headquarters 


of the Industrial Workers of the 
World is gathering funds and arrang- 
ing for the defense of the men under 
arrest. William D. Haywood, general 
secretary, is expected to come here 
immediately alter the general con- 
vention at Chicago, Nov. 9, and the 
matter of engaging counsel will 
be 


left in his hands.

LOSSES TOTAL 


OVER 500,000 TONS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Berlin, Nov. 7 (Wireless to Say- 


ville).—"The sinking of a 
British 


small cruiser off the Irish coast by 
a German submarine has increased 
the total British loses in battleships 
and cruisers to 501,790 tons," 
says 


an Overseas News Agency announce- 
ment today. "This does not include 
British auxiliary 
cruisers, 
subma- 


rines, torpedo boats or guardships 
lost. 


"According to the known strength 


of the British navy at the beginning 
of the war, it has lost 14 per cent of 
its battleships, 30 per cent of 
its 


armored cruisers and 14 per cent of 
its protected 
cruisers. 
Thirty-nine 


ships of a total of 443,000 tons have 
been destroyed by 
German naval 


forces. 


"The extent of the British losses is 


notable in view of the fact that at 
the beginning of the war the French 
naVy's tonnage was 497,000 and the 
Italian navy's 335,000. 
"Moreover, the British navy has 


lost 50 torpedo boats, of 71,500 tons 
and 76 submarines. 


"The figures given take into con- 


sideration only those losses regard- 
ing which no doubt exists." 


The reference in the foregoing to 


a British warship sunk off the Irish 
coast doubtless concerns the German 
admiralty announcement on Nov. 3 
that a small British cruiser of old 
construction had been sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine off the west coast of 
Ireland. The British admiralty 
in 


its comment on the German report 
stated it was evident that the an- 
nouncement referred to the sinking 
of the British minesweeper Genista, 
the loss of which was officially an- 
nounced on October 26.

The suomarine and the 


destroyer sank while the transport 
reached its destination safely. The 
majority of the crew of the destroy- 
er was sa-\ed and the two officers 
and eleven men of the crew of the 
submarine \vere made prisoner.

stro3rers, after crossing boldly and 
successfully entering a mine

and surmounting by their

Our destroyers then returned safely 
to their base. On Nov. 5, three ene- 
my destroyers appeared at dawn be-

trains rushed up, 


engaged and drove off the enemj. 
Two destroyers were hit and one was 
seen with a heavj list being assist- 
ed by others. The enemy fire was 
ineffective, one railroad man being 
slightly wounded and small damage 
done to private propertj."

Today's Election. 


While more money is being waged 


on the outcome of the election in 
Wall strc-ot than in other sections, it 
is noticeable that some of the largest 
wagers on President 
Wilson have 


come from Nevada and the Pacific 
coast, observes the Washington Post, 
which goes on to say: 
The betting 


still hovers around the odds of eight 
on Wilson to ten on Hughes. Some 
even bets are made and some freak 
bets are made on majorities. 


As a matter of fact the betting 


should be even. No one can say with 
certainty what will happen on No- 
vember 7. As a sporting proposition 
odds might be given on the ground 
that whenever the Republican party 
has been united victory has resulted. 
This is certainly true of the elections 
since 1SS12. 


This year the situation from a po- 


litical standpoint is unpreceudented. 
Prosperity is playing on the side of 
the Democratic party. A special ap- 
peal has been made to the labor vote 
by the Democrats. Against these fac- 
tors must be ranged the inevitable 
dissatisfaction 
in 
the Democratic 


party as a result of the distribution 
of patronage. 


Hov,- much of the sentiment that 


appears on the surface is froth and 
how much real is a question that will 
not be answered until election day. 
The "silent vote" is not merely a po- 
litical phrase. Under 
that heading 


Gitght be included nearly half of the 
voting population. These voters are 
average American citizens who do not 
register themselves either in straw 
votes or on the street corners. They 
talk the situation over among their 
personal friends rather than with the 
division and 
ward 
leaders. 
They 


reach their decisions in 
their own 


homes rather than as a result of ar- 
guments made by campaign orators. 
Usually they are not in 
the crowd 


that greets the candidate when he 
makes an address in the town hall. 
They read the newspapers, eliminate 
the chaff and make their decisions 
from 
the 
standpoint 
of common 


sense rather than political prejudice. 
In conclusion the Post says: 


There is no politician in the coun- 


try so shrewd as to have ascertained 
beyond doubt what will happen on 
election day. One man's guess is as 
good as another's. If there were any 
tva" of gauging what the 'silent vote' 
will do. there would be no betting 
at all. It would be all one way. Since 
that element of doubt remains, it 
looks like an even bet.

and careful is needed for the work 
of driving a school 
team, 
and he 


charges well for his service. 


The result is to impoverish many 


rural communities or to restrict the 
amount they can pay for 
teachers.

The Presidential Succession. 


The presidential succession is fixed 


by chapter 4 of the acts of the Forty- 
ninth congress, first session. In case 
of removal, death, resignation or In- 
ability of both the president and the 
vice president the secretary of state 
shall act as president until the disabil- 
ity of the president or vice president 
is removed or a president Is elected. 
If there be no secretary of state, then 
the secretary of the treasury will act, 
and the remainder of the order of suc- 
cession is as follows: The secretary of 
\var, attorney general, postmaster gen- 
eral, secretary of the navy and secre- 
tary of the ulterior. The acting presi- 
dent must, upon taking office, convene 
congress, if not at that time in ses- 
sion, in extraordinary session, giving 
twenty days' notice. This act applies 
only to such cabinet officers as shall 
have been confirmed by the senate and 
arc eligible under the constitution to 
the presidency. 


Expert'Pistol' Shooting. 


At short range an expert will keep 


a can moving until his gun Is empty, 
cither by shooting through it or strik- 
ing the ground directly underneath it 
If the nature of the ground is right 
this latter method makes the can jump 
in the air, the effect being quite spec- 
tacular. Bottles or cans thrown in the 
air are not particularly difficult to hit 
if thrown so as to make it as easy as 
possible for the shooter, and almost 
any fair shot can put two bullets 
through an old hat thrown in the air 
before it reaches the ground. 


In general the secret of hitting ob- 


jects thrown in the air is to aim the 
pistol underneath them and fire as the 
object is falling into the Jlne of sight. 
One rcaUy good at this class of work 
w531 throw an object into the air, draw 
his pistol from the liolsler with the 
same hand with which he threw and 
hit Use object before it reaches the 
gronnd. There are few who have the 
speed to do this, however.—Outing.

Holland can claim tlie honor of hav- 


ing first established herring fisheries 
and taught its people tlie very great 
nutritious value of this fish. A Dutch- 
man, TVilhelm Benkelszoon. discovered 
the secret of preserving herrings in 
the fourteenth century, and the salted 
herring made its appearance on the 
market in precisely the same manner 
as it now does, for the preserving 
process has 
undergone no marked 


change. Tour Dutch fisherman is an 
expert at Ms Job and can manage as 
many as 1,200 fish in an hour, -working 
at top speed. 
He ties a short knife 


to the third and fourth fingers of his 
right hand by a string, which is at- 
tached to the bandie of the knife. He 
thrusts it through the gill cavities and, 
•with a sharp cut, brings away the gills, 
heart, gullet and pectoral fins of the 
unfortunate herring.

Curious Paptrmaking. 


In soiuo ports of ludo (Jhuiu tho na- 


tives feiuploy various libers In the ut- 
tciupt to supply their own paper. Tho 
Village du Pupler, a suburb of Hanoi, 
owes its uame to the fact that most of 
Its 2,000 or 3,000 inhabitants make pa- 
per from the bark of a small "paper 
tree," a species .-of mulberry, found on 
the Black river in upper Tonkin. This 
bark Is soaked lu linie made from tho 
limestone of the village, heated by 
crude furnaces fashioned by hand un- 
der natural limestone vats, pounded 
by pestle luto a fkie mash, then dis- 
solved in water until a thin paste is 
reached. This paste is dipped by bam- 
boo screen sieves until a slight film 
covers the screen. This lilm is spread 
on top of others, and each Is taken sep- 
arately or several together and spread 
with a brush on cement radiators to 
dry. 
A single sheet of paper is almost 


as thin as tissue, but the desired thick- 
ness may be obtained by spreading 
several films on the radiator and dry- 
ing them together or by pasting the 
requisite number of sheets together, 
after drying. 


Colored Snowstorms. 


Colored snowstorms were recorded 


as long ago as the sixth century, and 
a shower of red hail is said by Hum- 
boldt to have once occurred in Paler- 
mo. In Tuscany on March 14, 1S13, 
there fell hail of an orange color. lu 
1SOS red snow fell to a depth of over 
five feet in Carniola, Austria. The 
storm of colored snow was followed 
by one of the-regulation color, and 
the effect produced by the separate 
layers of red and white, "which were 
perfectly distinct, was very peculiar. 
A portion of the scarlet snow was 
melted in a vessel and the water evap- 
orated, vrhen a fine, rose colored 
earthy sediment was found at the bot- 
tom. 
Snow of a brick red hue fell in 


Italy in 1S16 and in the Tyrol in 1847. 
In the first volume of Kane's "Arctic 
Exploration" it Is stated that when 
the ship passed the "Crimson Cliffs of 
Sir John Ross" the patches of red 
snow, from which they derived their 
name, could be seen at a distance of 
fully ten miles..

A Venetian Fashion. 


Fashions were no less eccentric four 


centuries ago than they are today. 
"Before the streets of Venice were 
paved (in the thirteenth century)," 
says Mr. William Boulting in "Woman 
In Italy," "ladies went through the 
mud and filth on pattens. The custom 
was retaine^, and in spite of sumptu- 
ary laws the'patten became heightened 
until women of rank, stood on false 
feet half a yard high in the sixteenth 
century.

.Start of the Omnibus. 


The invention of omnibuses is due 


to the rj»hilbsopher "Pascal, "who, in 
February. -1C67, obtained a -"privilege" 
or a patent for public carriages to 
travel through certain streets of Paris.

Pascal died in 1667, and his useful in- 
vention did not long survive him.

after the final reading of his mea- 
sure, moved the adoption of the res- 
olution. 


Councilman Knauber seconded the 


motion of -Mr. Beadle and President 
Keik-M-. called for remarks. 


Sidney Smith, an interested visitor 


in the lobby was given the floor for j 
the opening 
remarks. 
He 
asked •• 


from whom came the demand a£ this; 
time for the legislation to settle the I 
gas question between the consumers 
and the gas company. 


"If this ordinance 
is passed 
it 


would not only be illegal, but high- 
way robbery," Mr. Smith said. "The 
case is now in the highest tribunal 
in the country, the supreme court, 
so let the court decide it. It is not 
within the providence of the 
city 


council nor rhe citizens to decide the 
case," he said. ':And I for one will 
fight the proposition from every cor- 
ner." 


Councilman Seward followed Mr. 


Smith and -summed 
up 
the 
city's 


past dealings with the gas company. 


'•For three 
years I have 
been 


wrestling with other members of the 
city council with the gas o.uestion, 
until now I'm beginning to feel like 
Mr. Eowf-er." Mr. Seward said. 
"I 


kicked against it from the start and 
I am still against it and will be >io 
the finish." 


"Council has no right to give the 


people's money away and I'm sur- 
prised that this proposition was ever 
brought up when •! think of the stand j 
my friend Beadle took against the j 
gas rate increase measure." he said. \ 
'"This is a personal business between 
the gas company and their consurn-^ 
ers and if the consumers want 
to 


give a half of all their share of the; 
fund to the gas company, that 
is j 


their business" 
But this resolution 


should not 
be- passed and I hope 


that, every member of this body will 
turn it down." 


"When 
Councilman 
Seward 
had 


finished his objections. Councilman 
Beadle took the floor in defense of 
his measure. 
''We are not 
giving 


the money away." Mr. Beadle said, i 
'-this resolution 
simply 
puts 
the 


proposition back to the people for 
t.heir decision. 
"There are a great many people 


who want to settle and there are a 
great many who don't, to this resolu- 
tion puts it up to a vote as to wheth- 
er the 'escrow fund' will be split be- 
tween the gas company and the con- 
sumers. 
"I want to say to my friends, Mr.

J. Hope Suter, 70 years old, ex- 


pert accountant, died last night at 
his home in Zanesville after a brief 
illness of acute indigestion, compli- 
cated with heart trouble. Mr. Suter 
is well known to many Newark peo- 
ple through his connection with the 
settlement of the affairs of the New- 
ark Savings Bank and 
the 
Home- 


stead Building and Loan Association. 
He was employed by the receivers to 
go over the books and his work kept 
him in this city for many months. 
He testified in most 
of 
the 
trials 


which grew out of the failure of the 
two institutions. 
He also assisted 


the city's attorneys in appraising the 
properties of the gas company in the 
gas rate litigation. 


Last Friday, Mr. Suter was strick- 


en with acute indigestion 
and 
his 


condition became critical on Sunday 
when the ailment became complicated 
with heart trouble. His death oc- 
curred at 6 o'clock last night. 


Mr. Sutor was an expert account- 


ant by profession, a railroad man 
by trade and a writer of natural abil- 
ity. 
During his 45 years as a resi- 


dent of Zanesville he was much in 
the public eye. He was a member of 
the commission which drafted the 
new city charter which goes into ef- 
fect in 1918. 


Pie was prominent in railroad cir- 


cles and at one time was receiver 
for the Zanesville and Ohio 
River 


Railway company, and upon the re- 
organization, when the road became 
known as 
the 
Ohio 
and 
Little 


Kanawha, he 
was 
made 
general 


manager and treasurer of the com- 
pany. 
He continued in this capaci- 


ty for two years and when the pro- 
perty was sold 
he 
retired 
from 


railroad work to follow the profes- 
sion of public accountant. 


Of late months he has been em- 


ployed in that capacity in Coshoc- 
ton in the controversy between the 
city and the natural gas company. 
He returned home from that city 
only last Friday when he became ill. 


During his years of activity he 


was employed at 
railway 
telegra- 


phy, on railroad construction work, 
as station agent, 
train 
dispatcher, 


chief clerk, and several times was 
assistant to the officers. In 1885 he j 
was made chief clerk of the general^ 
manager of the entire B. & 0. rail- | 
road system with 
headquarters 
in; 


Baltimore, and later he returned to j 
Zanesville and in 1889 he was made 
assistant to the president, general 
manager 
and 
treasurer 
of 
the 


Zanesville & Ohio road. 


He was public spirited and took an 


active interest in civic affairs. 
He 


was a member of the board of edu- 
cation-from 1890 to 1S96, 
and 


"served two years as president of the 
board. 


Fraternally Mr. Sutor was prom- 


inently connected with several or- 
ganizations. 
He had the distinction 


of being the oldest past grand chan- 
cellor of the Knights of Pythias in 
Ohio and among the oldest in 
the 


west. He became a member of the 
order in May, 1869, and 
was 
the 


first grand chancellor of "West Vir- 
ginia. He represented that state in 
the supreme lodge of the world in 
1S70. In 1869 lie 'became a master 
Mason of Aurora lodge, ^o. 43. West 
Virginia, and became identified with 
the Zauesville organization in 1S72. 
He was a past master, 
past 
high 


priest, past thrice illustrious master 
and a Knight Templar Mason. 
He 


was a charter member of Hope coun- 
cil. No. S2, Royal Arcanum, and a 
past regent of that organization. He 
was also a member of the St. James 
Episcopal church.
